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GENERAL  STATEMENT 


THE  courses  ofifered  in  extension  are,  for  the  most  part,  intended 
primarily  for  those  engaged  in  teaching.  However,  all  other 
qualified  persons  will  be  admitted  to  these  classes,  and  some 
courses  are  more  or  less  definitely  planned  to  meet  the  needs  or 
interests  of  persons  outside  of  the  teaching  group.  All  courses  will 
be  taught  by  members  of  the  College  Faculty,  will  be  of  college 
grade  and  receive  credit  as  such.  The  credits  earned  by  High  or 
Normal  School  graduates  in  these  courses  will  be  counted  by 
Lebanon  Valley  College  towards  its  Baccalaureate  degrees. 

EXPENSES 

A  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  for  matriculation  and  registration. 
The  tuition  charge  for  extension  courses  will  be  $6.00  for  each 
credit  point,  a  point  being  a  semester  hour.  For  example,  the 
charge  for  matriculation  and  registration  in  courses  leading  to  eight 
points  credit  would  be  $49.00.  This  is  approximately  the  regular  fee 
for  tuition  in  the  college.  Fees  for  the  first  term  are  due  and  pay- 
able on  or  before  October  12  and  for  the  second  term  on  or  before 
February  8.  Remittances  should  be  made  to  Lebanon  Valley  College, 
and  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  Agent  of  Finance  Committee.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

BIBLE 

E-44.*  Rise  and  Development  of  the  Hebrew  Nation.  Two  hours. 
First  Semester. 

Rise  and  Development  of  the  Christian  Church.  Two  hours. 
Second  Semester. 

E-54.*  The  Relig^ious  History  of  the  Jews  During  the  Time  of  the 
Kingdoms.     Two  hours.     Throughout  the  year. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  religious  growth  and  practices  during  the  time  of  the 
Kingdoms  under  the  leadership  of  the  prophets. 

EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

E-32.  Social  Psychology.  Two  hours.  First  semester.  A  study 
of  mental   growth   and   action    as    shown   in    social   relationships. 

E-72.  Philosophy  of  Education.  Two  hours.  Second  semester. 
This  course  aims  to  supply  a  basis  for  constructive  thinking  in  the 
field  of  education.     Various  theories  in  education  will  be  considered. 

E-84.  Educational  and  Mental  Tests.  This  course  aims  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  standardized  achievement  and  mental 
tests.  The  work  of  the  first  semester  will  be  given  to  a  study  of 
available  educational  tests  and  scales;  technique  of  administering  and 
scoring  tests;  methods  of  tabulating  and  interpreting  results;  use 
of  results  in  diagnosis,  classification  and  guidance.  The  second 
semester  will  deal  with  mental  tests.  History  of  mental  tests;  types 
of  tests;  use  and  results  of  tests  in  school.  Methods  of  conducting 
tests  are  discussed  and  demonstrated.  Textbooks,  assigned  readings, 
and  test  material.  Laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  each  semester. 
Four  semester  hours. 

ENGLISH 

E-24.  A  Survey  of  English  Literature.  Two  hours.  Throughout 
the  year. 

Snyder  and  Martin :    A  Book  of  English  Literature. 

E-82.  The  Development  of  the  English  Novel.  Two  hours.  First 
semester. 

Cross :    The  Development  of  the  English  Novel. 

E-132.  Modern  Drama.  Two  hours.  Second  semester.  A  survey 
of  English  drama  from  1850  to  the  present.

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FRENCH 

E-14.  First  Year  College  French.  Two  hours.  Throughout  the 
year. 

This  is  a  continuation  and  extension  of  courses  E-04  and  S-02,  and 
includes  further  drill  in  the  principles  of  grammar,  practice  in  conver- 
sation, composition  and  dictation,  and  more  extensive  reading.  Carnahan, 
Alternate  French  Review  Grammar;  Talbot,  La  France  nouvelle;  Erck- 
mann-Chatrian,  Madame  Therese;  George  Sand,  La  mare  au  diable; 
Maupassant,  Hiiit  contes  choisis;  Musset,  Trois  Comedies. 

HISTORY 

E-34.     The  History  of  England.    Tvi^o  hours.  Throughout  the  year. 

(a)  First  semester,  English  History  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Tudor  period  to  the  accession  of  George  III;  The  Tudor  and  Stuart 
Monarchies;  England's  Commercial  Expansion;  The  Puritan  Revo- 
lution; The  Revolution  of  1688;  The  Intercolonial  Wars. 

(b)  Second  semester,  The  Development  of  the  British  Empire; 
Colonization,  particularly  in  America;  the  American  Revolution. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

E-14.  American  Government  and  Politics.  Two  hours.  Through- 
out the  year. 

A  course  designed  to  give  the  student  a  working  knowledge  of 
the  fundamental  laws  of  Federal  and  State  Government.  Much 
tfme  is  given  to  the  study  of  leading  cases. 
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
